stead of the 44-year maximum pre- 
viously approved by house vote.

men from 21 through 30 years old, 
but the hoilse upped this to include 
all from 21 through 4^.

Honest Drawing Is Important 
Part of Conscription Plan

Washington, D. C.—-The next big news story on the domestic front will 


be the great national draft lottery. In the Civil war draft, the names of 
young men in each county were written on separate slips of paper and 
put in a jury wheel at the courthouse. The order in1 which men's names 
came out was the order of their going. There was so much chance for 


graft and fixing in this method that, in 1917, we in- 
vented a new way. 


The registration cards in each local board district 


were each given a "serial number" after they had been 
thoroughly shuffled. Usually there were less than 
3,000 cards in each district. There were about 4,200 
districts. ' 


The first plan was to have 4,000—from 1 to 4,000— 


written on slips of paper and each put into a gelatine 
capsule. In the presence of. a crowded and distinguish- 
ed .audience these 4,000 capsules were then dumped 
info the biggest glass gold fish bowl we could find. 
They were shuffled by constantly stirring them with 
a wooden spoon. The secretary of war drew out the 
first capsule. It contained the number 258. That meant 
that in each of the forty-two hundred odd local dis- 


tricts, the man on whose registration card the "serial" number was 25.8 
was the first who would be called for examination to determine his 
availability. That was called his "order" number. This was repeated until 
all the capsules had been drawn and every registrant in the country had 
an "order" number. 


Of course, there was a breathless 


interest in that lottery in every 
American county, city and village. 
Every capsule drawn affected the 
plans, the homes and the lives of 
about 3,000 young men. The "draw- 
ing" took place in the senate office 
building. The room was jammed 
with reporters and special telegraph 
wires connected to all parts of the 
country. They clicked in a continu- 
ous hum for about 24 hours.

The League if Wisconsin Municipal- 


ities, says thc counsel of thc paid firemen's 
association oi Wisconsin, lobbied in the

• The other day I spoke of the fan- 
cy of a magic flying machine with 
the speed of light— 186,000 miles 
per second. There is no solid body 
in all the world of stars which goes 
that fast. 


Stars sweep through space at 


great speeds, however. 
Some are 


known to go hundreds of miles in 
a single second. It has been . esti- 
mated that one cluster 
of stars 


makes 12.000 miles in a second, but 
the estimate has not been proved. 
If any stars have such speed, they 
are the fastest-moving solid bodies 
ever studied. 


If we could travel on a rocket 


which went that fast, we could get 
to the moon in 20 seconds. It would 
be a mighty fast trip, and I would 
not care to be aboard the rocket 
when it struck the moon! 


A rocket with a speed of 12, COO 


miles a second would reach the 
planet Mars in one hour and seven 
minutes, if Mars were at the clos- 
est point (to the earth. There are 
times when Mars is so far from us 
that it would take three hours to 
get there aboard the 
rocket de- 


scribed. 


To reach the planet Pluto, the 


rocket would need about three and 
one-half days. Pluto is the farth- 
est of all the planets which are 
known to go around our sun. 


If the rocket missed Pluto, and 


headed outside for the first true 
star, it would need 67 years to get 
there.

Petrillo Has Great Spot as 
Dictator of M us/cions Union

New York—You may not believe the following, but it is all .in the book 


entitled constitution, by-laws and standing resolutions of the American 
Federation of Musicians which was readily given me last week by Jimmy 
Petrillo, the director; of American music, who probably will be willing to

This book is my nomination for the title of horrible 
example of the outrageous tyranny of labor with a 
capital L over the rank and file workers.

, eyes is contained in the first article of the by-laws, 
where it is written that the president, Mr. Petrillo, is 
empowered to "annul and set aside" the constitution, 
' by-laws, resolutions or rules and "substitute therefor, 
other and different provisions of his own making" 
with orife. exception. In .drawing the by-laws the boys 
apparently didn't trust*their president to keep hands 
oil the treasury, so this dictatorial power does not ap- 
' ply to those portions of - the governing writ which 


"treat with the finances of the organization." 


"Otherwise, however, the.power of the president is absolute, and if you 


think I am exaggerating you look a little further down on page 1 and you 
will find that it says "the power so to do is hereby macf? absolute in the 
pjfesident when, in his opinion, such orders are necessary" and shall per- 
mit him to make up new laws out 
of his head when the existing laws 
are inadequate. That is the very 
word, "absolute." 


I have studied quite a sizable li- 


brary of union constitutions in the 
past year, smarting myself up on a 
system of government which bul- 
lies and dazes millions of American 
working stiffs, but this one is the 
champion of all that I have read to

power has never been exercised, 
but in fairness to the facts I will 
point out that last'/winter, even 
before he was president of the na- 
tional union, he censored' the scripts 
of two plays in Chicago, and that, 
just as a. matter of routine, he en- 
forces or suspends, according to his 
personal decision, the rules., which 
forbid high school bands and the 
like to perform in public in actual 
or theoretical competition with pro- 
fessionals.

000 cash a year, 
and you seldom 


hear a peep out of the members. 
Jimmy says the reason why they 
never squawk .is to be found in 
their hearts.

Ing then- ornamental trees in the 
ialL Among the advantages of fall 
planting is an earlier awakening 
of the tree in its new home in 
spring than would be possible were 
it planted as a dormant specimen 
in the spring. Then there are dis- 
advantages. The constant moving 
of a newly planted tree during win- 
ter winds must be considered. 
i Despite intelligent root pruning 
to encourage the rapid growth of 
short roots, it is unlikely 
that 


enough new roots will form to prop- 
erly anchor the transplanted ma- 
terial so firmly that it will not rock 
in high winds. Staking then be- 
comes necessary. 


If the transplanted tree is small, 


it may obtain sufficient support 
from a sturdy stake driven into 
the ground a few inches from the 
trunk. To this stake the tree is tied 
with any soft material? 


Older trees will require stouter 


support. A fine one is made by 
driving three stout stakes solidly j 
into the ground so that they form 
a triangle around the tree. 
Join 


them at their tops, and bottoms if 
necessary, with nailed cleats, and 


support the tree with old hosg or 
leather binders inside the triangle. 
So supported, the tree is unlikely 
to move enough in any direction to 
cause it distress. The use of wire

gested because of the damage which 
may result from bark injuries that 
occur when the wire cuts into it.
